Chicago newspapers today 
identified a "phantom" Cook 
county employe, who was paic 
$200 a month for services no 
one can recall, as the brother 
of State Rep. James J. Ad- 
duci. 


The man drew .his pay as 


James Addison. His checks, 
mailed to the legislator's ad- 
dress, were cashed with coun- 
ter-indorsements of names of 
members of Adduci's family. 


The Tribune and Sun-Times said 


a thumbprint on a county physical 
examination card for Addison in 
1949 established the man's identi- 
ty as Joseph Adduci. The Sun- 
Times identified Joseph as a little- 
known, fist-swinging brother of 
the representative-who is identi- 
fied with Chicago's West Side poll 
tical bloc. 


Prints Matched 


The papers said the thumbprint 


matched prints taken by police 
when Joseph Adduci was arrested 
in 1935. 


Tlie county giand jury investi- 


gating possible crime-politics tie- 
ups heard a detailed description of 
"Addison" yesterday. 
But up to 


now, investigators have been un- 
able to produce him in the flesh. 


Rep. Adduci refused to testify 


before the grand jury yesterday 
on grounds he might incriminate 
himself.

But his son-in-law, Michael J. 


Scrritella, reportedly testified he 
cashed a number of Addison's 
checks. Serritclla's written indorse- 
ment was found on some of them. 


Will Query Others 


John S. Boyle, state's attorney, 


said Semtclla's testimony 
will 


lead to the questioning of other 
persons. 


Addison's personnel file indicat- 


ed he underwent a physical exam- 
ination in August, 1949. He was 
described as 44 years old, five feet 
10 inches tall, wearing glasses, and' 
weighing 170 pounds.

ernment tanker ships. The com- 
mittee figures the deals returned 
3',i million dollais to Casey and 
his associates on a cash invest- 
ment of 5101,000. 


Casey has stoutly defended the 


deals as "private enterprise." 


The Morris-Wasson law firm 


is Lovejoy, Morris, Wasson and 
Huppuch of New York. 


The particular deal in which the

Awarded 3 Tankers 


The Casey group got award of

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Korean Armistice Need Not Be 
Pawn in Diplomatic Trading 


Communist negotiators at Panmunjom naturally would 


like United Nations spokesmen to commit our side to a post- 
war political conference, with Formosa and the issue of Chi- 
nese Red entry into the UN on the agenda. 


Thus far our representatives have not accepted any such 


terms, and there is no sign that' they will, provided they can 
recognize them at all times. For the Communists have a 
talent for phrases containing concealed jokers. 


Actually, a satisfactory armistice could be had without 


settlement of the question whether to call a later conference 
and UN negotiators ought to insist on leaving this item out, 
rather than haggling over it indefinitely or making risky 
concessions. 
»

» 


The best way to assure that is to let the eventual diplo- 


matic conferees themselves determine the program, instead 
of putting that responsibility in the hands of military men 
at Panmunjom. 


But however the agenda is fixed, we must make certain 


that it reflects our own major concerns in Korea and the 
Far East. We have a right to insist on international guaran- 
tees of any Korean settlement, so we don't have to contem- 
plate renewal of the conflict at some future date. 


And any discussion of Korea can hardly ignore the issue 


of achieving a unified nation from the Yalu river to Pusan. 


Apparently U. S- officials in Washington are now adher- 


ing firmly to these points. They go further. They would 
insist that a future conference be widened to include not just 
the present Korean belligerents but all nations with a stake 
in Far Eastern peace. 


That might include Japan, India, Burma, Indonesia, Siam 
and Indo-China. 
• 
• • 


More importantly, American diplomats would demand 


that a broadened,conference deal with such painful and 
long-standing questions as the guerilla warfare sparked by 
Communists in Indo-China, Malaya and the Philippines. 


There is no earthly reason why it should be proper to 


discuss Formosa, an island the Chinese think we menace, and 
not talk about Indo-China, a land we are convinced they 
threaten. 


Future political discussions could well include one more 


UN demand: That any decisions arrived at in regard to 
general Far Eastern issues be not linked directly to a Korean 
settlement. In other words, the maintenance of peace in 
Korea should not be made to hinge on what we do about 
Formosa or what the Reds do about Indo-China. 


As an issue, Korea is a thing apart, and it cannot be 


made the subject of diplomatic trading. If we can stick to all 
these guns, we shall not likely be in danger of losing any 
further ground to the Communists in Asia—at least not 
around the council table:

The big question is, of course, whether the Reds for their 


part will find it possible to stomach so decent and fair a sen- 
eral settlement. The proofs are still lacking

FRANKFORT ON MAIN— In his modest office at th« Supreme 


Headquarters of the Allied Powers just outside Paris, General Eisen- 
hower said a few weeks ago, "I had to retreat one hundred miles 
after the victory in Compliance with their decisions." 
He was refer- 


ring to decisions made by Ambassador Winant and the Russian and 
British representatives on fche European advisory commission in Lon- 
don in 1943. Winant, who was conscious that he bore a faint facial 
resemblance to Lincoln, later killed himself. Spec- 
ulations ' among persons who knew him- a» to the 
reason why include the possibility that he felt a 
terrible guilt In his assumption that we could 
trust the Russians. 
Obedient to that assumption 


h« gave the Russians the line of their present iron ii 
curtain in Germany and, lest he wound their, feel- M 
ings by the faintest intimation of-distrust, would 
not insist on access from the west to our sector 
in Berlin. 


General Eisenhower said the military decisions 


were made by the military commanders, including 
himself. But he distinguished between military and *w*it 
political decisions.

In this document, the state department says that after we had 


shattered the enemy's capital by two years of bombing, "the vic- 
torious Red army assumed control of the tattered remnants of what 
had once been the third largest city in the world." 
^ 


The Red army was victorious in tre sense that it was on flfc 


winning side, but the stipulation should be made that but for the 
bombing of Berlin .and other centers of strength and our absurd 
generosity the Russians would not have taken Berlin. And the "vic- 
torious Red army" could not have "assumed control" if General Eisen- 
hower had not received orders to fall back 100 miles. 


The booklet continues: "With an industry dependent on Silesia, 


East Prussia, Saxony and foreign countries for raw materials and a 
transport system whose operation is subject to the whims of an un- 
friendly political power," meaning; our gallant ally, Russia, "Ber- 
lin can but hope for a solution to the present impasse. The basic 
mission of the Berlin garrison is to provide security for the United 
States agencies. The Soviets took advantage of the two months b» 
tween the fall of Berlin in May and the arrival of the western allies 
in July to install aa city administrators a crew of German expatriates 
trained in Moscow for just this contingency. 
One of these key offi- 


cials, Paul Markgraf, had been carefully groomed for the role of 
president of the Berlin police force."

Know a Good Defensive Play

Most 
Canasta players know 


about the kind of freeze that oc- 
curs early in a hand when you 
want to win a large discard pile 
from the opponents, but not every- 
body is familiar with tr 
freeze 


that takes place late in a hand for 
defensive reasons. 


Your object in a late defensive 


freeze is to discard safely until 
the hand comes to an end. You 
don't really expect to win the dis- 
card pile, and you are reasonably 
jure that neither of the opponents 
will win it. - 


This sort of maneuver is usually 


executed 
when both opponents 


have melded down to a few cards. 
If you make it difficult for them 
to get the discard pile, one of 
them will meld out. If you let one 
of them pick up a large pile, how- 
ever, he will get back into the 
game and try to run up a big 
acore. 


For example, suppose that both 


sides have melded, and that with 
the stock pile about two-thirds (or 
more) exhausted,, you draw from 
the stock and hold: 


A-Q-J-5-2. 
' 


The opponents have melds in 


tees, queens, jacks, and fivei. Th« 
discard pile consists of about ten 
cards, so it's beginning to be 
worth worrying about. You cer- 
tainly don't want to let the op- 
ponents pick it up. 


Each opponent has only three or 


four cards, and your partner has 
il* or MVCB c*rdi. la tbU 


tion your partner should hava 
several safe discards. 


If .you discard one of the na- 


tural cards, you will give away the 
pack. If you freeze, by discarding 
the deuce, you will have four safe 
discards and should therefore be 
able to last safely until the end. 
of the hand. 
f 


This is, of course, an ideal situ- 


ation for the late defensive freeze. 
Sometimes you must try this type 
of freeze when you have only two 
or three safe discards. By the time 
you have made those discards, you 
may have other safe cards, there 
may be further information to 
guide you, or you may have to 
take a chance on some discard. 


You can't always have absolute^ 


ly perfect safety, but even a fair* 
chance of safety is better than' 
giving the pack away without a 
struggle.

"The exact 
figures have been furnished to the 
subcommittee. We have not billed 
them for our 1951 work yet, for 
which the fees will be at least as 
large—possibly larger. 


William Leece, counsel to the 


subcommittee, gave an account of 
the 450-to-one profit for Casey 
and his friends on the three-ship 
deal. 


Leece testified also about an- 


other deal in which, he said, Casey 
and associates put up 5100,000, 
bought five tankers, and received 
S2,800,'000 when they closed out 
the venture. 


Possible Moves 


Senator Hoey (D-SC), chairman 


of the senate investigating sub- 
committee, described the inquiry 
as one which might: 


1. Set off sweeping moves for 


federal seizure of ships sold by 
the TJ. S. Maritime commission 
after World War II to Casey's 
group and others. 


2. Bring a tightening of the 


tax laws as a result of testi- 
mony that profitable ship char- 
ter rentals were exempt from 
U. S. taxation. 
Casey yesterday defended 
the 


shipdeal before the subcommittee. 
He said "There was nothing up the 
sleeve" in any of the complex ma- 
nipulations. He denied any "tax 
escaping" schemes, but concluded 
the transaction "undoubtedly was 
advantageous from a tax stand- 
point." 


Questioned on Deal 


Francis D. Flanagan, subcom- 


mittee counsel, questioned Casey 
closely as to why his group bought 
five oil tankers from the Maritime 
commission In 1947, formed a U. S. 
company to own them, and set up 
a subsidiary firm in Panama—ex- 
empt from U. S. taxes—to collect 
charter rentals on the vessels. 


The Casey group formed Ameri- 


can Oversees Tanker Corp., which 
bought the ships. It then chartered 
them at 88 cents a deadweight ton 
to the Panama subsidiary, Green- 
wich Marine Corp. Greenwich then 
sub-chartered the vessels at a rate 
of 52.20 a deadweight ton, but 
none of the charter money ever 
passed to the parent firm, Casey 
said.

Of Men Who Designed, Built 
•Brooklyn Bridge, Opened in '83 


Engineers' Week, inaugurate< 


by the National Society of Pro 
fessional Engineers, is being cele 
brated throughout the country 
this \veek. Francis Bacon said, ••; 
hold every man a debtor to his 
profession," and this year's En- 
gineers' Week celebration through- 
out America reminds us of two 
men who more than paid their 


Jfcdebt to the profession by accom- 


plishing one of the greatest en- 
gineering feats In American his 
tory. These men were the b"ilders 
of the famous Brooklyn Bridg( 
John Roebling and Colonel Wash- 
ington Roebhng, his son. 


Settled In America 


John Roebling, stifled by Prus- 
:an oppression in his small home 
.own in Germany, decided to emi- 
grate to America. Setting out with 


'tfhis small band-of colonists, he 


came to America and settled in 
Pennsylvania. For a while he was 
forced to abandon his engineering 
career for farming. Soon after his 
arrival in America he married 
Joanna Hertig, who had recently 
come to America herself. 


In 1837 three events occurred 


to alter the life of John A. Roeb- 
ling—his son Washingtor 
was 


born, his brother Carl who had 


•"fcome to America with him died, 


and he again turned his talents to 
engineering. While working on the 
canal system in Pennsylvania, 
John Roebling invented wire rope, 
a discovery which was later to 
play such an important role in his 
building of suspension bridges. In 
1885 his railway suspension bridge 
at Niagara was opened to the 
public, and from then on John 
Roebling's fame as a bridge build 


JJer was established. 


Ehllsted in Army 


With the outbreak of the Civil 


War, Washington Roebling en- 
listed in the Union army as a 


t private. His engineering training 
at Rennselaer Polytechnic Insti- 
tue served him well in the army, 
and he constructed 
suspension 


bridges over the Rappahannock at 
Fredericksburg, Va., and over the 
Shenendoah river at Harpes Ferry. 


£ After four years of war, Wash- 


ington, who had entered the Union 
army as a private, went home as 
a colonel, taking with him his 
new bride—Emily Warren, 
the 


sister of his former commander, 
Major General Warren. - 


In the years immediately fol- 


lowing the Civil War, John and 
Washington Roebling completed 
the Covlngton-Cincinnati bridge. 
Opened to the public on Dec. 1, 


j»1866, it stood as the largest sus- 


pension bridge in the world. 


Yearn for Bridge 


Meanwhile, in Brooklyn, New 


Xork, people were beginning to 
talk of a bridge that could span 
the East river and connect Brook- 
lyn and the city of New York. 
Many people thought that such a 
bridge could not be constructed. 
But John Roebling believed it 
could, and he prepared a set of 
plans in 1865 and presented them 


£> to a group of Brooklyn civic 


leaders. One of these men helped 
to push a bill through the New 
York legislature authorizing the 
construction of the bridge, and 
John Roebling was selected to 
»ngineer the tremendous project. 
John Roebling came at once to 
New York to begin preliminary 
studies, while Washington 
was 


dispatched to Europe to learn all 
he could about the pneumatic 
£ method of sinking caisson founda- 


tions and about the new building 
material, steel. 


Still Skeptical 


The public, meanwhile, was still 


skeptical about the success of the 
bridge, and even such men as 
Horace 
Greeley 
voiced 
their 


doubts. A federal bill, passed by 
congress and signed by President 
Grant, authorizing the building of 
the bridge, helped to raise the 


<£hopes of the people. 


However, John Roebling was 


never to see the completion of 
the bridge. As a result of an 
accident at the bridge site, John 
Roebling's foot was crushed. De- 
spite immediate amputation of the 
toes of his right foot, lockjaw 
set inv and on July 22, 1869, John 


Roebling, the immigrant boy who 
had left his engineering gift to 
countless Americans, was dead. 


Succeeds Father 


Washington Roebling was of- 


ficially appointed to succeed his 
father as chief engineer of the 
project Many problems had to be 
solved, such as making under- 
water chambers °afe, and even 
such items as lighting had to be 
carefully 
considered — Thomas 


Edison was not to invent the 
electric light for another nine 
years. And an ever-present danger 
was the caisson disease which we 
know today as "the bends." 


Became Paralyzed 


In the early summer of 1872, 


Washington Roebling contracted 
the caisson disease and had to 
abandon his activ work on the 
bridge. Painfully paralyzed, with 
blindness and deafness coming on, 
he still carried on his work as 
chief engineer. His wife Emily 
took over the duty of transmitting 
his messages to the crew ai work 
on the bridge, while the engineer 
observed the work through a pair 
of field glasses from his bedroom 
window. In this manner he worked 
on for the 10 years it was to take 
to complete the bridge. 


At last the date was set for the 


opening of the bridge to the public. 
On the morning of May 24, 1883, 
parade started far uptown and 
came down Broadway headed by 
President of the United States 
Chester A. Arthur and the Gov- 
ernor of New York Grover Cleve- 
land. As the two men alighted 
from their carriages and started 
across the bridge, cannons boomed, 
ships' whistles screamed and a 
million men and women cheered. 
Following the ceremony on the 
Brooklyn side of the span, the 
dignitaries, led by the president 
and the g o v e r n o r , marched 
through the streets of Brooklyn 
and into the house of Washington 
Roebling, to shake his hand and 
relay the sentiments of the nation 
to him. With tears in his eyes, 
ic accepted the praise which was 
aeing accorded to the builders of 
Jie Brooklyn bridge—engineering 
'eat which still stands as a silent 
tribute to the vision and courage 
of two men—John ana Washington 
Roebling. 
Truce Talks 
Stalled on 
Russ Issue 


MUNSAN, KOREA — (AP) — 


Communist insistence that Russia 
>e invited as a neutral nation to 
help supervise a Korean truce 
stalled armistice talks today. 


The Allies offered "in the inter- 


est of progress" to pare their troop 
rotation figure from 40,000 month- 
y to 35,000. But the Reds would 
not even talk about it 


No specific progress was report- 


ed from another truce meeting on 
jrisoners of war. And no date was 
set for a third committee of staff 
officers to work out technicalities 
on the final truce clause—recom- 
mendations to governments. 


Red negotiators were insistent 


that the Soviet Union be the third 
neutral nation nominated by the 
Communists. The United Nations 
command already has approved 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 


The Allies said simply that Rus- 


sia, as sponsor of Red Korea and 
Communist China, was "not ac- 
ceptable" as a neutral supervisor.

dent Truman's request for blan- 
ket extension of some 60 war 
powers that may run out on him 
soon got a "make hasto with 
caution" rating today in congress. 


The request, made yesterday in 


letters to Speaker Rayburn »nd 
Vice President Barkley, went to 
the house and senate judiciary 
committees with a plea for prompt 
consideration. 


Chairman Celler (D-NY) of the 


house committee promised to "act 
expcditiously" after' a 
careful 


screening of the legislation In- 
volved. 


House Republican Leader Mar- 


tin of Massachusetts said he wants 
to "take a good look" before voting 
any emergency powers. 


"Congress will not hesitate to 


give the president any powers it 
believes he needs in the interest 
of national security," Martin said. 


The president pointed out in his 


letter that the powers involved 
will terminate once the peace 
treaty with Japan becomes official. 
That may bo soon, he said, since 
the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee has recommended ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. 


When congress originally voted 


the powers in World War II it pro- 
vided that they cease when the 
United States no longer is tech- 
nically at war. 


The formal state of war with 
'ermany already has ended. And 
the president contended the Ko- 
rean conflict "does not constitute 
a state of war within the meaning 
of the statutes deal* with." 


He asked hat they be continued 


for the duration of the present na- 
tional emergency and for 
six 


months thereafter. 


Among the emergency measures 


:he president wants continued are 
those allowing servicemen abroad 
to vote by absentee ballot; permit- 
ting the president to seize rail- 
roads; allowing him to appoint re- 
serve officers without peacetime 
Imitations, and permitting defense 
agencies to reduce royalties on the 
production of goods needed for the 
defense program.

(AFL). Altogether, approximately 
15,000 agents were affected by 
the walkout. 


The union voted 4,331 in favor 


of settlement and 2,659 against 
with 1,162 not voting. 


The agents had demanded a 


$14 weekly pay increase and a 
union shop. Instead they accepted 
an average earnings boost of 
$5.36 for each agent—about what 
the company offered—and com- 
pulsory arbitration of all griev- 
ances. 


Each agent also got a $150 


lump-sum payment 
representing 


the agents' contributions to a 
pension plan during 1951. 


The company estimated agents' 


average income at $110 a week. 
The union said it was less, but 
declined to make public its own 
estimate.

NEW YORK. (AP)—Relics o 


a one-time country lawyer sold foi 
$185.253 here yesterday. 


The lawyer was Abraham Lin 


coin. The 392 relics were among 
842 items in the famed Lincoln 
collection of the late Oliver R 
Barrett of Chicago, on auction 
sale yesterday and today at Parke- 
Bernet galleries. 


The Illinois State Historical Li 


brary will get much of the ma 
teriaL One of the major buyers 
was the Illinois Citizens Com 
mittee, headed by Newton Farr 
of Chicago. The committee plans 
to give its purchases to the li- 
brary. 


Letters to Friend 


Many of the manuscripts re- 


called Lincoln's days in Illinois. 
One,of these, a letter written to 
a Springfield, 111., iriend in the 
1840's after Lincoln went to Wash- 
ington as a congressman, was 
taken along with 13 other letters 
in a group by the Illinois Citizens 
Committee. The price for the lot 
was $35,000. 


The letter said: "How miserable 


things seem arranged in this 
world. If we have no friends, we 
have no pleasure; 
ff we have 


them, we are 
soon to lose 


them. . ."

28-Seat Margin 


'Loss of this first congressional 


race in a presidential election year 
cut the Democrats' margin in the 
house to 28 seats. The special 
election was held to fill the seat 
vacated by Democrat T. Vincent 
Quinn, who resigned to become 
Queens district attorney. 


Ross polled 17,300 votes to 11,- 


442 for his Democratic opponent, 
City 
Councilman Hugh Quinn. 


Liberal party candidate George F. 
Cranmore got 2,646 votes and the 
American Labor . Party-Indepen- 
dent candidate, Mrs. Thelma Bear- 
man, 1,221. The distinct has 10H.528 
eligible voters. 


In Washington, Rep. Leonard W. 


Hall of New York, chairman cf the 
Republican congressional commit- 
tee, called Ross" victory "the hand- 
writing on the wall for the Truman 
administration." 
-Chairman Guy George GaDtiel- 
son .of the Republican national 
•committee said "this significant 
Republican victory In a Democratic 


stronghold reflects the determina- 
tion of voters everywhere to re- 
place Trumanlsm with sound, 
honest government, competent to 
achieve peaces and preserve our 
freedom." 


In Louisiana; the forces of Gov. 


Earl Long were unseated by Rob- 
ert Kennon, an appellate judge, 
who overwhelmed Long's hand- 
picked candidate 
for 
governor, 


Carlos Spaht, in a Democratic 
primary runoff. Long was inelig- 
ible to succeed himself. 


The victory means actual elec-

Kennon, who campaigned as an

seven candidates who lost out in 
an earlier primary.
